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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-17 are presented. 

Potentially Allowable Subject Matter 

Unless a different and sufficient art can be found until the next Office Action, 
claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: the control command in the context of the other features of 
the claims as specifically defined in the claims was not taught or suggested by the cited 
prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed regarding claims 16-17 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Claims 16-17 are unamended and Applicant has provided 
the same arguments as in the previous filing. For the reasons noted in the previous 
Office Actions, these two claims are not allowable. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 USC 102 over Cisco (cited in the previous 
Office Action). 

Claims 16-17 are unamended and Applicant has provided the same arguments 
as in the previous filing. For the reasons noted in the previous Office Actions, these two 
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claims are not allowable. As noted in a previous Office Action, such control command 
(unless specifically defined as in claims 1-15) is taught by Cisco. As noted in the 
previous Office Action, the "control command" is a broad term and can even include 
commands to encrypt or decrypt. Also, note the contrast between claims 16-17 and the 
features added through the amendment into claims 1-15. Thus, as noted in detail in the 
previous Office Actions, Applicant's interpretation and arguments cannot be considered 
persuasive as to claims 1-15. 

Conclusion 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The art disclosed general background.
